Democracy  Groups 
Hold  June  4th  Vigil 


Chinese  students  and  others  held  a 
candlelight  vigil  at  Harvard  University 
June  4  to  commemorate  the  Tiananmen 
Massacre  of  June  1989  in  which 
hundreds  of  people  are  believed  to  have 
been  killed  by  government  troops. 

The  evening  included  speeches  by  a 
number  of  democracy  activists  who  had 
been  involved  in  the  Beijing  demonstra¬ 
tions,  as  well  as  dance  and  singing  per¬ 
formances. 

The  high  point  of  the  evening  came 
when  people  moved  outside  of  Paine 
Hall  on  the  Harvard  campus  and  held 
candles  and  sang  songs  in  the  dark  in 
memory  of  the  people  who  died  in  the 
early  morning  hours  of  June  4, 1989. 

Organized  by  the  Association  of 
Overseas  Hong  Kong  Chinese  for 
Democracy  and  Human  Rights  and  co¬ 
sponsored  by  a  variety  of  student  or¬ 
ganizations,  the  event  included 
speeches  on  the  themes  of  democracy, 
human  rights  and  the  fate  of  political 
prisoners  still  being  held  in  Chinese 
jails. 

In  the  course  of  the  night’s  activities, 
speakers  emphasized  that  the  tide  of 
democracy  and  human  rights  will  not  be 
stopped  by  force  and  threats  and  called 
for  the  Chinese  Government  to  release 
political  prisoners.  Without  a  system  of 


checks  and  balances,  said  one  speaker, 
it  was  doubtful  that  respect  for  human 
rights  could  be  realized  in  China. 
Another  theme  of  the  evening’s  events 
was  that  the  blood  of  those  who  died  had 
not  been  shed  in  vain  because  the 
democracy  movement  was  still  alive  and 
moving  toward  its  goal. 

Xiong  Yan,  a  student  activist  who 
was  on  the  streets  of  Beijing  near 
Tiananmen  Square  on  the  night  of  June 
4  and  who  was  jailed  for  his  activities, 
said  that  the  people  who  died  that  night 
and  those  still  in  prison  for  their  politi¬ 
cal  activities  had  not  been  forgotten. 

Also  speaking  at  the  event  was 
Joshua  Rubenstein,  the  regional  direc¬ 
tor  of  Amnesty  International,  the 
human  rights  organization.  He  said  it’s 
not  only  important  to  know  "who  is  in 
jail  but  what  happens  to  them  in  jail." 

He  called  on  China  to  abolish  the 
torture  of  prisoners  and  rejected 
China’s  argument  that  the  west’s  con¬ 
cept  of  human  rights  and  values  was  dif¬ 
ferent  from  its  own.  The  Chinese 
officials,  he  said,  spoke  as  if  some  cul¬ 
tures  "are  indifferent  to  pain."  He  called 
on  China  to  provide  better  food  for 

political  prisoners  and  to  allow  families 
and  doctors  to  visit  them  in  jail. 


BRA  Supports  NEMC 
Garage  on  Oak  Street 

But  Coalition  Will  Continue  to  Oppose  It 


Despite  significant  community  op¬ 
position,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  gave  the  go-ahead  last  week 
for  the  development  of  an  8-story,  455- 
car  parking  garage  on  Oak  Street  in 
return  for  $1.8  million  in  community 
benefits. 

The  BRA  made  its  decision  after 
hearing  from  community  members  who 
either  favored  or  opposed  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  proposal. 
BRA  director  Paul  Barrett,  who  sup¬ 
ported  the  garage  plan,  said  the  "project 
will  have  benefits  for  Chinatown," 
though  he  added  that  he  realized  the 
BRA  was  "not  going  to  satisfy  100  per¬ 
cent  of  the  community." 

The  Coalition  to  Save  Parcel  C  for 
Chinatown,  however,  has  vowed  to  con¬ 
tinue  fighting  the  garage  proposal 
through  the  next  phases  of  the  develop¬ 
ment  process.  The  Medical  Center  last 
week  received  "tentative  designation,"  a 
first  but  important  step  in  the  approval 
process,  which  leads  to  "final  designa¬ 
tion." 

The  Medical  Center  plan  involves  the 


construction  of  a  parking  garage  on  Par¬ 
cel  C,  a  site  bounded  by  Oak  and  Nassau 
streets  in  Chinatown.  In  return  for  al¬ 
lowing  it  to  build  the  garage  on  the 
BRA-owned  land,  the  Medical  Center 
would  either  build  a  10,000  square  foot 
community  center  next  to  the  garage  or 
contribute  $1.82  million  to  the  com¬ 
munity,  presumably  to  purchase  a  build¬ 
ing  to  serve  as  a  community  center.  The 
Medical  center  would  also  contribute  55 
parking  spaces  for  a  community  housing 
project  planned  for  a  nearby  site  as  well 
as  $150,000  toward  the  development  of 
Tufts  University’s  Posner  Hall,  which 
may  be  given  to  the  South  Cove  YMCA 
An  open  space  area  would  also  be 
developed  on  the  site  if  the  community 
center  is  not  built.  The  community  has 
in  fact  already  rejected  the  community 
center  proposal  in  favor  of  the  $1.8  mil¬ 
lion. 

After  the  Neighborhood  Council  ap¬ 
proved  the  plan,  some  members  of  the 
opposition  organizations  created  the 
Community  Coalition  to  Protect  Parcel

Smuggling  in  Boston 
Area  Not  Widespread 


Several  members  of  the  Boston 
Chinese  community  suggested  last  week 
that  the  smuggling  of  illegal  immigrants 
may  exist  in  this  area,  though  on  a  much 
smaller  scale  than  in  New  York,  where 
nearly  300  illegal  Chinese  immigrants 
were  recently  detained  by  authorities 
after  their  boat  ran  aground  on  a  city 
beach. 

According  to  one  member  of  the 
community,  the  boat  that  was  recently 
detained  in  New  York  had  been  trying 
to  land  in  the  Boston  area,  a  suggestion 
confirmed  by  an  official  in  New  York, 
who  reportedly  said  that  a  number  of 
immigrants  told  authorities  the  boat’s 
original  destination  was  Boston. 

Last  year  a  boat  carrying  an  es¬ 
timated  180  illegal  Chinese  immigrants 
landed  in  New  Bedford.  The  im¬ 
migrants,  however,  are  believed  to  have 
escaped  to  New  York  before  authorities 


arrived  at  the  scene. 

"I  can  see  and  sympathize  and  feel  for 
the  people  who  want  to  set  up  a  better 
life  for  themselves  because  of  conditions 
in  China,"  said  Yon  Lee,  the  mayor’s 
liaison  to  the  Chinese  community.  "But 
it’s  illegal." 

The  most  disturbing  side  to  the  smug¬ 
gling  of  illegal  immigrants,  said  Lee,  is 
the  fact  that  "criminal  elements  are  con¬ 
trolling  it... their  lives  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  criminals."  Lee  believes  that  some 
smuggling  is  going  on  in  the  Boston  area 
but  it’s  not  of  the  magnitude  of  what  is 
taking  place  in  New  York  or  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  perhaps  the  most  popular  city  for 
smugglers  to  land  immigrants. 

Lee  and  others  suggested  that  if  il¬ 
legals  are  smuggled  into  the  Boston  area 
they  are  for  the  most  part  sent  to  other

Interview:  Democracy  Activist 
Xiong  Yan  Recalls  Tiananmen 


He  was  one  of  four  students 
present  at  the  historic  meeting 
with  Chinese  Premier  Li  Peng. 
Though  it  was  the  articulate  Wu 
Kaixi  who  drew  the  world’s  at¬ 
tention  as  he  boldly  confronted 
the  Chinese  leader,  it  was  Xiong 
Yan  who  made  one  of  the  most 
memorable  comments  to  come 
out  of  the  meeting. 

"Regardless  of  whether  the 
government  recognizes  the  stu¬ 
dent  movement,"  he  told  Li, 
"Chinese  history  will."  It’s  the 
kind  of  comment  that  still  may 


reverberate  for  people  who  fol¬ 
lowed  the  Chinese  student 
movement  during  the  Spring  of 
1989.  It’s  also  a  statement  that  is 
certain  to  be  proved  true. 

Four  years  after  the  killing  of 
hundreds  of  people  near  Tianan¬ 
men  Square  in  the  early  morning 
hours  of  June  4,  1989,  the 
memory  of  what  happened 
hasn’t  been  forgotten  by  the  stu¬ 
dents  who  were  involved  in  it  or 
by  the  people  of  Beijing. 

"I  saw  the  soldiers  fire  on  the 
people,"  says  Xiong,  recalling  the 


events  of  that  time.  "I  carried  the 
wounded  people  into  the  hospi¬ 
tal."  He  says  the  soldiers  fired  on 
the  people  because  they  didn’t 
want  them  to  enter  the  square. 

As  a  leader  of  the  Tiananmen 
Square  demonstrations  of  1989, 
Xiong  -  at  the  time  a  24-year-old 
graduate  student  in 
jurisprudence  at  Beijing  Univer¬ 
sity  -  had  helped  organize  the 
hunger  strike  in  addition  to  serv¬ 
ing  as  a  member  of  the  negotiat¬ 
ing  team  that  met  with  the

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C  for  Chinatown,  which  mounted  a  peti¬ 
tion  drive  and  held  a  demonstration  in 
front  of  the  Medical  Center  last  week. 
The  demonstration  was  attended  by 
several  hundred  people  who  carried 
signs  and  walked  to  Parcel  C,  where  a 
rally  was  held  in  the  shadow  of  the 
hospital’s  new  multi-million  dollar 
facility,  which  is  currently  under  con¬ 
struction. 

Opponents  of  the  garage  project  con¬ 
tend  that  the  community  is  in  general 
opposed  to  it,  pointing  out  that  the 
2,500  signatures  on  the  petition  it  had 
circulated  was  a  hefty  number,  especial¬ 
ly  given  the  fact  that  only  401  people  had 
voted  in  last  year’s  Neighborhood 
Council  election. 

In  deciding  that  the  plan  had  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  community,  Barrett  was  fol¬ 
lowing  the  recommendation  of  the 
Neighborhood  Council.  Opponents  of 
the  garage,  however,  question  whether 
the  Neighborhood  Council  truly  repre¬ 
sents  "the  community,"  particularly  the 
residents  of  Chinatown,  a  substantial 
number  of  whom  were  opposed  to  the 
garage. 

Following  the  BRA  vote,  one  op¬ 
ponent  of  the  plan  suggested  that  BRA 
and  Medical  Center  officials,  as  well  as 
Neighborhood  Council  leaders, 
together  decided  the  issue  and  that  ordi¬ 
nary  members  of  the  community  were 
left  out.  Another  factor  is  the  fact  that 
the  BRA  is  strapped  for  money  and 
wants  to  sell  Parcel  C  to  help  stabilize  its 
finances. 

Though  Barrett  said  last  year  that  he 
was  willing  to  listen  to  the  concerns  of 
the  community,  he  also  pointed  out  that 
development  in  the  1990s  would  not  be 
driven  by  a  downtown  building  boom  as 
it  had  been  in  the  1980s.  He  instead 
suggested  that  a  major  source  of 
economic  strength  in  Boston  was  health 
care  and  education. 

The  city’s  non-profit  hospitals,  how¬ 
ever,  have  recently  come  under  some 
criticism  for  building  up  large  cash 
reserves  and  for  building  what  are  con¬ 
sidered  by  some  to  be  unnecessary 
facilities.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the 
hospitals  are  competing  for  patients  and 
are  building  newer  facilities  to  make 
themselves  more  attractive  to  patients. 
At  the  same  time,  the  cost  of  health  care 
continues  to  rise. 

Apparently  reacting  to  the  sugges¬ 
tion  by  some  garage  opponents  that  the 
BRA  was  reverting  to  an  earlier  -  more 
paternalistic  -  approach  to  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  in  which  it,  rather  than  ordi¬ 
nary  members  of  the  community, 
determined  what  was  best  for  the  neigh¬ 
borhood,  Barrett  said:  "We’re  not  going 
to  return  to  the  days  of  the  60s  and  70s. 
The  relationship  has  changed."  But,  he 
added,  changed  economic  conditions 
made  construction  of  a  community  cen¬ 
ter  on  the  Parcel  C  site  impossible  at  this 
time. 

BRA  board  member  Consuelo  Gon¬ 
zales  Thornell  pointed  out  that  the  BRA 
had  proposed  a  Chinatown  community 
center  for  the  site  in  the  late  1980s  when 
it  seemed  possible  that  downtown 
developments  could  provide  linkage 
money  to  pay  for  it.  But,  she  added,  the 
city’s  economic  climate  has  changed.  "I 
wish  it  was  another  time  but  unfor¬ 
tunately  it  is  not,"  she  said. 

Michael  Liu,  the  executive  director  of 
the  Asian  American  Resource 
Workshop  and  a  member  of  the  Coali¬ 
tion  to  Protea  Parcel  C  for  Chinatown, 
emphasized  that  numerous  Chinatown 
organizations  had  opposed  the  garage 
plan  and  that  2,500  people  -  both 
Chinatown  residents  and  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Asian  community  -  had 
signed  the  petition.  He  suggested  that 
that  number  was  substantial,  given  the 
fact  that  about  5,100  people  live  in 
Chinatown. 

"Would  you  put  in  your  community  a 
garage  that’s  adjacent  to  all  this  hous¬ 


ing?"  he  asked  the  board.  Having  grown 
up  in  Chinatown,  Liu  said  he  had 
watched  "the  hospital  grow  and  grow" 
and  saw  the  city  dump  the  Combat  Zone 
-  the  city’s  adult  entertainment  district  - 
on  the  edge  of  a  community  largely 
made  up  of  families. 

Henry  Yee,  president  of  the  Tai  Tung 
Village  Tenants  Association,  was 
another  community  member  who  spoke 
out  against  the  plan,  pointing  out  that  a 
garage  would  have  a  detrimental  effect 
on  the  residential  area,  which  contains 
an  elderly  housing  project  and  an 
elementary  school.  He  also  said  it  would 
add  to  traffic  congestion  in  Chinatown. 

Mary  Mahanna,  a  resident  of  Oak 
Street,  told  the  board:  "All  the  residents 
feel  the  same  way:  A  garage  is  just  out  of 
the  question." 

Others  members  of  the  community, 
however,  supported  the  plan.  William 
Moy,  co-moderator  of  the  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Council,  said  he  favored  the 
proposal  because  he  believed  it  was  the 
only  one  available  that  could  offer 
benefits  to  the  community. 
"Chinatown’s  chances  of  getting  a  large 
grant  for  this  project  are  about  nil,"  he 
said,  adding  that  the  community  needed 
the  $1.8  million. 

Also  supporting  the  plan  was  Council 
executive  director  Davis  Woo,  who  em¬ 
phasized  that  while  the  Neighborhood 
Council  was  not  the  sole  voice  of  the 
community,  it  had  been  elected  by  it  and 
is  recognized  as  a  legitimate  community 
representative  by  many  city  agencies. 
Woo  said  the  council  tries  to  represent 
the  interests  of  the  whole  community, 
not  just  certain  segments  of  it. 

Woo  also  noted  that  cars  sitting  in  a 
garage  don’t  add  to  air  pollution  and 
that  building  a  garage  wouldn’t  create  a 
significant  increase  in  traffic  in 
Chinatown,  which  is  already  a  congested 
area.  "If  the  garage  proposal  is  rejected 

we  will  have  turned  our  backs  on  the 
substantial  money  that  would  come  to 
Chinatown,"  said  Woo,  who  added  that 
the  BRA  had  been  fair  in  its  dealings 
with  the  Council  and  was  pursuing  a 
policy  "that  reflects  the  reality  of  today." 

Aiso  supporting  the  proposal  was 
Paul  Yee,  president  of  the  board  of  the 
Asian  American  Civic  Association,  who 
said  that  leaving  the  land  unused  was 
"not  advancing  any  discernible  com¬ 
munity  interest"  and  that  the  proposal 
"is  the  best  available  option  on  the 
horizon." 

City  Councilor  James  Kelly,  who  rep¬ 
resents  Chinatown  on  the  City  Council, 
declined  to  take  a  stand  on  the  matter, 
saying  that  he  didn’t  have  enough  infor¬ 
mation  and  that  he  would  prefer  to  help 
!  the  two  groups  work  out  a  compromise. 

"I  don’t  think  it’s  right  for  me  to  take 
a  hard  position  one  way  or  the  other," 
said  Kelly,  who  added  that  it  was  wrong 
for  some  people  in  the  community  to 
"cast  aspersions "  on  the  character  of  the 
Neighborhood  Council. 

Following  the  BRA’s  decision,  David 
Moy,  executive  director  of  the  Quincy 
School  Community  Council  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Coalition  opposing  the  garage 
proposal,  said:  "I  had  the  sense  all  along 
that  things  were  pre-set." 

He  added  that  members  of  the  com¬ 
munity  who  are  opposed  to  the  BRA 
decision  "need  to  take  a  pro-aaive  role" 
in  the  community  because  the  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Council  does  not  seem  to  ad¬ 
dress  their  concerns. 

Moy  also  said  he  was  concerned 
about  how  the  $1.8  million  would  be 
spent,  suggesting  that  there  recently  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  a  subtle  shift  in  opinion 
regarding  the  matter,  with  some  people 
suggesting  that  the  money  be  spent  on 
various  community  programs.  He  said 
the  community  needs  to  play  "a  major 
role  in  how  this  money  is  used"  and 
pointed  out  that  the  intent  of  the  money 
was  always  the  creation  of  a  community 
center.  Three  organizations  which  op¬ 
posed  the  garage  deal  say  they  will  not 
accept  any  of  the  $1.8  million. 


On  June  8  -  prior  to  the  BRA  meeting 
-  members  of  the  Coalition  picketed  in 
front  of  the  Medical  Center  on 
Washington  Street  and  held  a  rally  on 
Parcel  C. 

In  the  shadow  of  the  rising  struaure 
of  the  hospital’s  large  multi-million  dol¬ 
lar  1C  facility,  David  Moy  told  the 
group:  "They  want  another  garage  after 
they  got  this  building  here."  Moy 
pointed  out  that  there  weren’t  "enough 
services  -  things  for  the  young  people  in 
this  community.  That’s  what  this  Parcel 
C  is  supposed  to  be  about." 

"In  Chinatown  people  don’t 
demonstrate  lightly,"  said  Lydia  Lowe, 
co-direaor  of  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Assoication.  She  said  people  from  every 
segment  of  the  community  were  op¬ 
posed  to  the  garage.

large  cities,  especially  New  York,  which 
has  a  large  Chinatown  where  im¬ 
migrants  can  quickly  become 
anonymous. 

To  get  here  immigrants  must  live  for 
long  periods  on  crowded  ships  where 
food  and  water  are  often  in  short  supply. 
They  must  also  pay  as  much  as  $30,000 
for  their  passage.  Once  in  the  US,  illegal 
immigrants  who  haven’t  yet  paid  for 
their  passage  are  allegedly  forced  to 
hand  over  their  pay  to  the  people  who 
smuggled  them  into  the  country.  In  the 
New  York  area,  some  women  are 
believed  to  be  forced  into  prostitution. 

Lee  suggested  that  it’s  not  uncom¬ 
mon  for  family  members  to  be  contacted 
and  asked  for  money  once  illegal  im¬ 
migrants  arrive  in  the  US.  He  said  an 
acquaintance  of  his  once  received  a  call 
from  a  relative  who  asked  her  to  pay  his 
debt,  despite  the  fact  that  she  had  never 
met  him. 

Peter  Kiang,  an  assistant  professor  in 
the  Graduate  College  of  Education  and 
American  Studies  Program  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  at  Boston, 
said  the  smuggling  incident  in  New  York 
reminded  him  of  what  happened  to 
Chinese  immigrants  in  the  last  century, 
when  they  were  often  burdened  by  labor 
contracts  with  "almost  slave-like  terms." 

"In  the  1860s  there  was  big  business 
in  importing  cheap  Chinese  labor  and 
lots  of  immigrants  who  were  searching 
for  better  lives  were  tricked  or  manipu¬ 
lated  or  fined  to  sign  labor  contracts  and 
forced  to  go  in  overcrowded  boats 
against  their  will,”  he  said. 

"It  seemed  like  there  were  such  strik¬ 
ing  connections  to  a 

hundred  years  ago  in  the  sense  of  im¬ 
migrants  with  very  little  control  or 
power  over  their  situation  being  taken 
advantage  of  by  criminals  and  un¬ 
scrupulous  profiteers,"  he  said. 

The  underworld  groups  smuggling 
Chinese  immigrants  are  believed  to  be 
profiting  well  from  the  trade  and  appear 
to  have  no  qualms  about  pushing  people 
into  the  sea  to  escape  detection.  In  the 
recent  New  York  incident,  six  people 
died  and  many  were  injured  when  they 
leaped  into  the  frigid  waters  off  New 
York. 

Much  of  the  smuggling  appears  to  be 
controlled  by  Fujian  underworld  or¬ 
ganizations,  and  many  of  the  people 
smuggled  are  also  from  Fujian  Province, 
according  to  authorities. 

Timothy  Whelan,  deputy  district 
director  of  the  U.S.  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service,  declined  to 
comment  on  whether  the  boat  that  ran 
aground  in  New  York  -  the  Golden  Ven¬ 
ture  -  had  originally  been  bound  for  Bos¬ 
ton.  He  said,  however,  that  "most  of  this 
[smuggling]  is  occurring  on  the  West 
Coast,"  though  he  added  that  boats  have 
been  detected  in  the  Caribbean  Sea  and 
off  the  North  Carolina  coast. 

He  said  that  connected  to  the  smug¬ 
gling  are  fraudulent  claims  for  political 
asylum,  which  was  created  to  help 


people  who  fear  persecution  in 

their  home  countries  -  often  because  of 
their  political  activities. 

A  smuggled  immigrant  claiming 
political  asylum  must  be  given  a  hearing, 
which  may  take  place  more  than  a  year 
after  his  detention.  Because  the  govern¬ 
ment  has  limited  detention  facilities, 
most  of  the  people  claiming  political 
asylum  are  released  until  their  hearing 
date.  "Many  don’t  bother  to  come  back," 
Whelan  said. 

Robert  Guen,  a  member  of  the  Bos¬ 
ton  School  Committee,  suggested  that 
there  isn’t  much  smuggling  going  on  in 
this  area.  "If  it  is  it’s  probably  on  a  small 
scale,"  said  Guen,  who  explained  that 
the  economic  base  of  Boston’s 
Chinatown  isn’t  strong  enough  to  sup¬ 
port  many  illegals.  Moreover,  he  adds, 
the  area  doesn’t  "have  a  strong  Fujian 
culture  to  fall  back  on." 

Chau-ming  Lee,  executive  direaor  of 
the  Asian  American  Civic  Association, 
believes  that  the  New  York  incident  has 
brought  into  focus  aaivities  that  have 
been  going  on  for  some  time  now,  in  one 
form  or  another.  "The  phenomenon  is 
not  that  unusual,"  he  said. 

Many  immigrants,  he  said,  believe 
that  once  they  get  to  the  US  they  can 
always  claim  political  asylum.  This  has 
been  especially  true  since  the  June  4, 
1989  crackdown  against  students  and 
others  in  Beijing,  where  hundreds  of 
people  were  killed  by  troops  following 
demonstrations  against  the  govern¬ 
ment.  At  that  time,  President  George 
Bush  also  said  that  Chinese  nationals 
can  be  given  political  asylum  if  they  say 
they  are  fleeing  China  to  escape  that 
country’s  one-child-per-family  birth 
control  policy,  which  often  leads  to 
forced  sterilizations  and  abortions. 

Though  the  US  government  now 
seems  intent  on  cracking  down  on  smug-  1 

gling  and  on  loopholes  in  the  immigra-  , 
tion  statutes,  it  also  appears  -  given 
Bush’s  order  -  to  be  sending  mixed  sig¬ 
nals  to  Chinese  nationals. 

Lee  suggested  that  Chinese  want  to 
come  to  the  US  because  the  standard  of 
living  for  many  people  in  China  still 
remains  low,  despite  the  rapid  growth  of 
the  Chinese  economy.  For  many 
Chinese,  coming  to  the  US  means  a 
chance  to  earn  money,  much  of  which 
will  be  sent  home  to  relatives. 

"It  becomes  a  business  for  the  gangs," 
said  Lee.  "Once  they  make  a  few  success¬ 
ful  entries  they  [believe  they]  can  do  it 
again." 

Like  others  interviewed,  Lee  also 
believes  that  smuggling  isn’t  a  serious 
problem  in  the  Boston  area.  "New  York 
is  always  a  bigger  center,  especially  for 
the  Triads,"  he  said.  "The  chance  of  com¬ 
ing  to  Boston  is  not  that  big  because 
organized  crime  is  not  that  big  (in  the 
Boston  area). 

Lee  believes  that  the  US  Govern¬ 
ment  needs  to  review  its  immigration 
policy.  "Every  government  should  have 
a  policy  about  immigration,"  he  said.  "It 
can’t  be  an  open  door  where  people 
come  and  go." 

While  sending  people  back  who  risk¬ 
ing  life  and  health  to  get  here  may  ini¬ 
tially  seem  harsh,  it  may  also  be  the  only 
alternative  the  government  has,  he  said. 
"The  problem  is  if  you  don’t  do  it,  you’re 
admitting"  that  you  will  only  get  "a  slap 
on  your  hand  and  that’s  it."  The  harshest 
penalties,  he  added,  should  be  handed 
down  to  the  smugglers. 

At  the  same  time,  said  Lee,  the 
government’s  immigration  policy 
should  be  flexible  so  that  it  can  deal  with 
unusual  circumstances,  such  as  the  crisis 
in  Haiti  that  led  many  people  to  try  to 
enter  the  US. 

"One  thing  is  it’s  a  tragedy  that 
people  were  dumped  in  the  ocean  like 

that,"  said  Nancy  Lo,  an  aide  to  Senator 
John  Kerry,  who  believes  that  people 
take  the  chance  to  come  here  illegally 
because  "we’re  still  considered  the 
Golden  Mountain  -  the  land  of  oppor¬

The  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  has 
agreed  to  lease  its  building  at  50 
Herald  Street  to  a  local 
entrepreneur  who  plans  to  open 
the  88  Market  on  the  site  this 
summer. 

Peter  Luu,  the  owner  of  the 
Cheng  Kwong  Seafood  Market 
on  Essex  Street  in  Chinatown, 
said  he  hopes  to  open  the  super¬ 
market  in  July.  Luu  said  that  the 
20,000-square-foot  market, 
which  will  sell  food  from  a 
variety  of  Asian  countries,  may 
become  the  largest  Asian  super¬ 
market  in  New  England. 

Luu  will  be  joined  in  the  en¬ 
deavor  by  his  partner,  and  rela¬ 
tive,  Be  Luu.  Luu  said  that  an 
addition  will  also  be  put  on  the 
building  to  house  a  kitchen  and 
that  the  market  will  have  75 
parking  spaces  for  customers. 

Luu  said  he  currently  has  a 
number  of  business  interests  in 
Chinatown,  including  real  es¬ 
tate,  restaurants,  and  a  liquor 
store.  He  said  the  operators  of 
the  market  have  signed  a  10-year 
lease  and  have  the  option  to  con-

tinue  the  lease  for  an  additional 
10  years.  Luu  said  they  will  pay 
$100,000  a  year  to  rent  the  build¬ 
ing. 

The  Herald  Street  building, 
also  known  as  the  SCM  building, 
had  previously  been  leased  to 
Teradyne,  Inc.,  which  had  been 
using  the  building  as  a  training 
facility.  Teradyne  did  not  renew 


the  lease  because  CCBA  didn’t 
want  to  reduce  the  firm’s  more 
than  $90,000  annual  rent  to 
$75,000.  When  CCBA  was  of¬ 
fered  $100,000  by  another  party 
to  rent  the  site,  Teradyne,  which 
had  the  right  of  first  refusal, 


decided  not  to  match  it,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  CCBA  spokesman. 

The  CCBA  spokesman  also 
said  that  businessman  Kin-Chiu 
Chan  had  originally  intended  to 
rent  the  building,  but  eventually 
dropped  out  of  the  deal.  The 
CCBA  then  found  that  Luu  was 
interested  in  renting  the  site. 

The  leasing  of  the  Herald 
Street  building  has  not  been 
without  controversy.  Some 
members  of  the  CCBA  board 
were  angry  when  CCBA  Presi¬ 
dent  Paul  Wong  signed  the  lease 
with  Luu  without  first  receiving 
approval  from  the  board.  Some 
board  members  questioned 
whether  Wong  had  the  authority 
to  sign  the  lease. 

A  CCBA  spokesman  said  that 
the  CCBA  had  earlier  given 
Wong  the  go-ahead  to  take  care 
of  the  matter  when  Chan  was 
considering  leasing  the  building. 
When  Chan  failed  to  pursue  the 
matter,  Wong  believed  that  he 
had  the  same  authority  to  sign  a

lease  with  Luu.  The  matter  has 
since  been  resolved  by  the  board, 
which  approved  the  lease. 

The  CCBA  building  at  50 
Herald  St.  was  given  to  the 
CCBA  as  a  community  benefit  as 
part  of  a  1983  Cooperative 
Agreement  between  Tufts/New 
England  Medical  Center  and  the 
CCBA  While  a  CCBA  spokes¬ 
man  said  the  money  generated 
from  rent  is  meant  to  be  used  for 
housing  -  either  buying  it  or 
creating  it  -  or  education,  some 
people  in  the  community  believe 
that  proceeds  from  the  building 
are  meant  for  the  creation  of 
"new"  housing. 

The  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation 
(ACDC)  has  expressed  interest 
in  using  some  of  the  proceeds 
from  the  lease  of  the  one-story 
South  End  building  over  the  last 
decade  to  help  finance  its  88-unit 
Oak  Terrace  housing  project 
planned  for  a  Washington  Street 
site.  ACDC  still  needs  money  to 
complete  its  financial  package 
before  construction  can  begin. 

CCBA,  however,  has  so  far 
not  replied  to  the  ACDC  re¬ 
quest.

Chinese  leader. 

After  hundreds  of  people 
were  killed  in  the  early  morning 
crackdown  near  the  square, 
Xiong  was  placed  on  the  list  of 
the  21  most  wanted  student 
leaders.  A  few  days  later  he  left 
Beijing  and  travelled  to  north¬ 
east  China.  About  a  week  later, 
he  was  on  his  way  back  to  Beijing. 
"I  was  on  the  train,  near  Datong 
City  at  about  3  o’clock  in  the 
morning,"  he  recalls.  "Seven  sol¬ 
diers  holding  guns  got  on  the 
train." 

"I  was  put  into  prison  for 
about  18  months,"  he  adds, 
describing  his  life  in  prison  as  a 
time  when  he  was  isolated  and  in 
need  of  fresh  air  and  also  "very 
very  hungry."  Though  he  was 
beaten  several  times,  he  says  he 
also  found  some  people  sym¬ 
pathetic  to  his  cause.  "Some 
guards  were  kind  to  me  because 
they  all  knew  we  were  young  stu¬ 
dents,"  he  says. 

After  his  release  from  prison, 
Xiong  was  denied  an  identity 


card,  which  Chinese  citizens 
need  in  order  to  find  work.  His 
health  was  also  poor  as  a  result 
of  the  time  he  spent  in  prison. 
About  a  year  and  a  half  after  his 
release,  Xiong,  with  the  help  of 
friends,  fled  to  Hong  Kong  and 
eventually  made  his  way  to  Los 
Angeles,  where  he  was  granted 
political  asylum  in  1992. 

Xiong,  who  came  to  Boston 
because  he  wanted  to  study  at 
Harvard  University,  believes  he 
was  released  from  prison  in  part 
because  of  international  pres¬ 
sure.  He  also  suggests  that  the 
Party  knew  that  his  only  crime 
was  giving  speeches  in  public  and 
that  his  actions  were  always  non¬ 
violent.  He  also  believes  the 
Chinese  authorities  were  afraid 
to  let  him  stand  trial  because 
they  would  then  have  to  let  him 
speak,  something  that  the  Beij¬ 
ing  government  always  tries  to 
avoid. 

In  looking  back  on  those  his¬ 
toric  events  now,  Xiong  points 
out  that  the  students  were 
seeking  basic  human  rights. 
They  wanted,  for  example,  the 
right  to  speak  their  minds  freely, 
and  the  right  to  publish  their

picture,  though  a  violent  con¬ 
frontation  may  take  place  at 
some  point  to  make  that  happen. 
He  points  out  that  the  rapidly 
growing  Chinese  economy  is 
making  some  people  rich  in  a 
very  short  time,  while  others 
continue  to  fare  poorly,  unable 
to  reap  the  material  rewards  of 
the  economic  reforms.  Such  a 
situation,  he  says,  could  lead  to 
conflicts  between  those  who 
have  and  those  who  have  not. 

Xiong,  however,  believes  that 
China  can  someday  become  a 
democratic  country  and  that  the 
Communist  Party  ultimately  will 
fail  to  develop  an  economy  in 
which  capitalism  and  socialism 
can  work  side  by  side. 

"Actually  there  is  no  Com¬ 
munist  Party  anymore  because 
not  many  Party  members  care 
about  communism,"  he  says,  ad¬ 
ding  that  it’s  only  a  few  powerful 
Party  leaders  who  hold  onto  the 
communist  idea,  not  the  people 
or  average  Party  members . 

Last  year,  Xiong’s  wife,  Qian 
Li  Yun,  and  a  friend,  Qi  Da  Feng, 
were  arrested  with  Shen  Tong,  a 
local  activist  who  is  currently  the 
chairperson  of  the  Democracy 
For  China  Fund  in  Newton. 
Though  Shen  and  Qian  were 
eventually  released,  apparently 
due  to  international  pressure 
and  the  fact  that  both  had  ties  to 
the  US,  Qi  is  still  being  held  by 
the  authorities. 

Shen  has  been  criticized  by 
some  Chinese  democracy  ac¬ 
tivists  here  for  making  the  trip  to 
China  because  they  believe  it  put 
in  jeopardy  other  ac¬ 

tivists  in  China.  Xiong,  however, 
says  the  situation  is  "quite  com¬ 
plicated"  and  doesn’t  want  to  say 
much  about  it.  "I  think  Shen 
Tong  is  very  young,"  he  says.  "The 
Communist  government  is  very 
cruel." 

Xiong,  who  now  lives  with  his 
wife  in  Somerville,  is  eager  to 
continue  his  education  here  and 
to  improve  his  English.  A  Chris¬ 
tian  who  attended  underground 
churches  in  Beijing,  Xiong 
would  like  to  study  theology  at 
the  Harvard  Divinity  School. 

"If  my  English  is  good,  I  think 
I  can  live  in  the  United  States," 
says  Xiong,  who  is  currently 
studying  English  and  preparing 
for  an  exam.  "I  have  many 
chances  to  work  and  live  here. 
America  is  a  free  country." 

At  the  same  time,  he  says,  "I’m 
Chinese.  I  like  Chinese  history, 
Chinese  culture,  and  Chinese 
people."  Xiong  says  he  is  confi¬ 
dent  that  his  life  will  turn  out 
well  here,  though  he  would 
someday  like  to  return  to  China.

MFA  Series  Introduces  Korean  Cinema 


Though  for  the  most  part  un¬ 
known  in  this  country,  the 
Korean  cinema  has  a  long  and 
vibrant  history.  In  its  earliest 
days,  Korean  films  often 
reflected  the  nationalistic  and 
political  concerns  of  the  era,  par¬ 
ticularly  the  undertone  of  resent¬ 
ment  Koreans  felt  toward  their 
Japanese  overlords. 

After  the  Korean  War  in  the 
early  1950s,  Korean  cinema  grew 
rapidly  and  expanded  its  focus  to 
include  the  social  concerns  of  the 
day,  including  such  subjects  as 
teenage  delinquency  and  the 
place  of  traditional  Confucian 
values  in  the  national  life.  The 
division  of  the  country  into 
North  and  South  was  also 
reflected  in  the  divisions  within 
the  family,  which  was  also  a 
popular  subject  of  Korean 
melodramas. 

By  the  mid-1960s,  however, 
filmmakers  had  to  contend  with 
the  intrusion  of  politics  and  the 
censorship  of  an  authoritarian 
government.  Some  filmmakers 
were  charged  with  presenting 
obscene  or  pro-communist  films 
and  the  tight  controls  had  a 
debilitating  effect  on  the  film  in¬ 
dustry  there. 

In  the  1970s  the  melodrama 
returned,  this  time  focusing  on 
the  lives  of  women  and  their 
place  in  a  society  that  was 
moving  away  from  some  of  its 
traditional  moorings  into  an  in¬ 
dustrial  era.  By  the  1980s,  films 
using  historical  themes  to 
present  contemporary  issues 
also  became  popular,  as  well  as 
films  that  began  to  explore 
themes  no  longer  culturally 
specific  to  Korea. 

The  Confucian  traditions  of 
family  loyalty,  piety  and  submis¬ 
sion  to  those  in  higher  authority

were  especially  burdensome  for 
women,  whose  "higher 
authority"  was  often  men. In 
"Seoul  Beauties:  Legendary 
Actresses  of  Korean  Cinema," 
which  will  be  presented  June  18, 
24,  and  25  at  the  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts,  films  made  from  1985  to 
1990  that  largely  deal  with  the 
position  of  women  in  Korean 
society  will  be  shown. 

In  "Because  You  Are  a 
Woman,"  directed  by  Kim  Yu- 
Jin,  a  divorced  woman  and  her 
second  husband  operate  a  small 
restaurant  in  the  city.  Chung- 
hee’s  life  with  her  son  and  hus¬ 
band  is  stable  and  comfortable 
until  two  teenagers  attack  her 
one  night  on  a  city  street.  When 
one  of  the  youths  tries  to  rape 
her  after  viciously  beating  her, 
she  attacks  him  in  return,  biting 
off  part  of  his  tongue. 

Although  some  viewers  may 
find  it  hard  to  believe,  the  young 
man  sues  the  woman  and  the  case 
is  brought  to  court.  While  the 
teenagers  are  found  guilty  of 
using  violence  against  the

demned  for  using  excessive  force 
against  the  youth,  who,  the  judge 
claims,  did  not  intend  to  rape 
her. 

Her  reputation  destroyed  by 
the  incident,  Chung-hee’s  family 
life  takes  a  decided  turn  for  the 
worse  as  her  husband  finds  it  dif¬ 
ficult  to  accept  the  way  people 
talk  and  joke  about  her. 

A  lawyer,  however,  ap¬ 
proaches  Chung-hee  and  urges 
her  to  appeal  the  judge’s 
decision,  believing  that  the  case 
has  serious  ramifications  for 
women.  She  suggests  that  if 
Chung-hee  is  willing  to  fight  the 
verdict,  the  legal  system  can  be 
changed  to  better  protect  women 
from  such  abuses  in  the  future. 

A  film  in  which  serious  issues 
are  at  stake  for  women,  "Because 
You  Are  A  Woman,"  may  seem 
somewhat  dated  to  American 
viewers,  who  may  find  the  story 
hard  to  believe  and  predictable. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  film  is 
effective  in  picking  apart  the 
psychological  and  legal  barriers 
that  prevent  women  from  getting 
justice  in  Korean  society.  It  also 
explores  the  relationship  be¬ 
tween  the  husband  and  wife  and 
what  the  husband  expects  of  a 
woman.  Though  her  husband  in 
the  end  supports  her,  he  is  often 


wavering,  sometimes  doubting 
her  virtue  and  often  more  con¬ 
cerned  about  how  his  wife’s 
notoriety  affects  his  own  reputa¬ 
tion  than  about  her  suffering. 

The  court  room  scenes  are 
especially  effective  in  isolating 
the  psychology  of  the  lawyers  and 
the  judges,  who  seem  to  be  judg¬ 
ing  Chung-hee  for  her  past 
rather  than  for  her  part  in  the 
incident  itself.  Because  she  was 
divorced  and  had  worked  in  a 
bar,  she  is  condemned  for  not 
fitting  the  model  of  what  Korean 
society  expects  of  a  woman. 

The  message  is  that  this  kind 
of  woman  was  guilty  even  before 
the  incident  occurred,  since  a 
good  women  would  not  get  her¬ 
self  into  such  situations.  In  one 
of  the  most  telling  moments  of 
the  film,  the  lawyer  charges  that 
there  can  be  "no  fair  trial  with  a 
distorted  sense  of  values."  "Be¬ 
cause  You  Are  A  Woman"  is  a 
strong  film  that  explores  some  of 
the  issues  that  Korean  women 
began  to  address  more  forcefully 
in  the  1980s. 

In  a  completely  different  vein, 
"Mulberry, "directed  by  Lee  Doo- 
yong,  tells  the  bawdy  story  of  a 
promiscuous  woman  in  a  Korean 
village.  Married  to  a  gambler 
who  is  seldom  home, 

An-hyup  does  favors  for  men 
who  can  offer  rice  and  jewelry  in 
return. 

Even  the  virtuous  village 
elder,  called  in  by  the  men  to 
discipline  her,  is  in  the  end 
seduced.  Though  the  film  makes 
an  effort  to  explain  An-hyup’s 
behavior  by  flashbacks  to  her  im¬ 
poverished  family,  "Mulberry"  is 
basically  a  simple,  sometimes 
humorous  film,  about  the 
hypocrisy  of  the  village  men,  who 
lure  her  into  affairs  but  try  to 
expel  her  from  the  village  for  dis¬ 
turbing  their  wives. 

Another  comedy  included  in 
the  series  is  "Gagman,"  directed 
by  Lee  Myung-sei.  Though  it

Beauties"  series,  "Gagman"  is  an 
eccentric  film  that  at  moments 
succeeds,  largely  because  it 
manages  to  blur  the  line  between 
imagination  and  reality.

BRA  Garage  Decision:  What  Happens  Next?

The  BRA  Board’s  "tentative 
designation"  of  New  England 
Medical  Center  (NEMC)  as  the 
developer  for  Parcel  C  left  me 
and  many  of  the  community 
people  who  attended  the  hearing 
to  oppose  the  NEMC  garage 
plan  stunned.  The  stunned 
silence  was  immediately  fol¬ 
lowed  by  expressions  ranging 
from  disbelief,  frustration,  and 
sadness,  to  outright  rage  as  we 
began  to  realize  that  opponents 
of  the  garage  never  had  a  real 
chanceof  being  heard.  Mirroring 
the  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  (CNC),  the  BRA  Board 
had  already  made  up  its  mind  to 
support  the  NEMC  proposal 
even  prior  to  the  hearing. 

This  became  increasingly 
clear  when  the  BRA  Board  chose 
to  ignore  a  petition  with  over 
2500  signatures,  the  testimonies 
of  community  residents  and  or¬ 
ganizations,  and  the  knowledge 
of  a  community  demonstration 
which  drew  300  or  more  com¬ 
munity  people  opposed  to  the 
garage.  Instead,  the  Board  gave 
full  weight  to  the  testimonies  of 
NEMC,  CNC  and  Asian 
American  Civic  Association 
(AACA)  representatives,  and  to 
the  recommendation  of 
Beverly  Johnson  of  the  BRA 
staff,  who  cited  a  "comprehen¬ 
sive  community  process"  and 
"substantive  community  sup¬ 
port"  for  the  NEMC  proposal. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  tes¬ 
timonies,  the  only  apparent  con¬ 
cession  to  the  garage  opponents 
was  a  motion  by  one  of  the  Board 
members  that  their  vote  be 
"amended"  to  include  a  stipula¬ 
tion  that  the  "community 
benefits"  package  be  put  in  a  for¬ 
mal  memorandum  of  agreement. 

The  decision  left  me  and  many 
others  wondering  how  the  BRA 
Board  could  possibly  have  ar¬ 
rived  at  their  position.  What 
constituted  the  "comprehensive 
community  process"  cited?

Parcel  C  Planning  agencies  have 
now  publicly  rejected  accepting 
any  of  those  dollars. 

Community  people  also  need 
to  be  aware  of  two  other  parcels 
of  land  in  the  area  that  may  be- 
come  targets  for  NEMC 
development.  In  the  discussions 
with  the  Parcel  C  Planning 
Group,  NEMC  intimated  that 
they  could  build  a  garage  on  a 
vacant  lot  located  between  Don 
Bosco  High  School  and  NEMC’s 
Tremont  St.  Garage,  or  on  a  lot 
over  the  Turnpike  by  Travelers 
Street.  The  implication  was  that 
Chinatown  would  derive  "little 
or  no"  benefits  should  NEMC 
have  to  build  its  garage  on  one  or 
the  other  of  the  two  lots  instead 
of  Parcel  C.  In  a  scenario  where 
NEMC  easily  wins  its  fight  to 
build  a  garage  on  Parcel  C,  com¬ 
munity  people  should  be  very 
concerned  about  whether  these 
two  sites  may  not  be  targeted  for 
additional  NEMC  development 

in  the  future,  and  whether  their 
input  on  these  and  other 
developments  will  be  treated  in  a 
manner  similar  to  the  Parcel  C 
process  thus  far. 

In  the  final  analysis,  the  fight 
with  NEMC,  CNC  and  the  BRA 
is  fundamentally  about  "com¬ 
munity  control"  over  develop¬ 
ment  in  our  neighborhood  — 
whether  in  a  democratic  system, 
the  will  of  the  majority  can  be 
absolutely  disregarded  by  a 
handful  of  powerful  and  con¬ 
nected  people.  As  one  of  many 
community  people  who  original¬ 
ly  pushed  for  the  establishment 
of  a  "neighborhood  council"  over 
10  years  ago,  I  am  saddened  and 
distressed  that  the  "voice"  we  had 
hoped  to  provide  for  the  con¬ 
cerns  of  the  community  has  been 
lost  along  the  way.  Given  the 
recent  BRA  decision  on  Parcel 
C,  community  people  have  little 
choice  but  to  fight  again  for  what 
is  rightfully  theirs.
